(7)  The  Secretary  or  his  au.thorized  representative  or  agent  na,y, 
upon  notice  to  the  packer,  reduce  the  naxinun  quantity  of  sauerkra.ut 
prescrihod  in  any  Diversion  Authorization  or  Authorizations,  or  cancel 
any  Diversion  Authorization  or  Authorizations,  provided,  hov;evcr,  that 
such  reduction  or  cancellation  shall  not  affect  such,  quantity  of  saueiv 
krau-t  a.s  is  equal  to  tha,t  quantity  of  caoha.ge  purcha.sed  pursuant  to 
this. 'offer  prior  to  the  effective  d?.,te  of  such  reduction  or  cancella- 
tion, plus  such  additional  quantity  of  sauerkraut  as  na^y  he  required 

to  fulfill  sales  or  contracts  of  sa.les  na„de  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  such  reduction  or  cancellation,     For  ■  the  purposes  hereof,  45 
gallons  of  saueikrajut  sha.ll  he  considered  equa.l  to  one-^third  ton  of 
cahha,ge, 

(8)  The  Secretary  reserves  the  right  to  teminate  tMs  offer  a^t 
any  tine  hy  giving  puhlic  notice  thereof.     Such  teminati-on  sha.ll  not 
affect  payients  to  he  nade  pursuant  to  any  Diversion.  A^'jJthorization 
theretofore  issued  hy  the  Secretary''  or  liis  authorized  representa-tive 
or  agent.
